The great cathedral 


•was crowded to the doors'and the beau- 
tiful decorations, the imposing effect o£ 
the vari-colored robes of the mary 
cler;jymen, theteolemn grandeur of the 
service and the inspiring strains of the 
music, made a scene the like of which 
f^r majesty and dignity has probably 
never been surpassed in the diocese.

residence to the cathedral -was led by 
the clergy of the diocese about 200 in 
nuiaber, followed by the visiting church 
dignitaries in their purple robes.

script. 


Now Mr. Sullivan is planning to start 
nother repertoire company, and has 
Icked Pittsfleld aa the lucky town to 
ee his effort* blossom into realization. 
He has great plans for the future, 


hich is alao ons of his characteris- 
es. 
, 


Before beginning on this new scheme, 


ie tried to lake a. fall out of the re- 
rganlzed company as it left here for 
Great Barrington after going to smash, 
Miss Lorraine, tone of the leading la- 


les, having been the moving spirit in 
iiis reorganization. She retalnel the 
ame of the C. S Sullivan repertoire 
ompany, «.nd also retained the playa 
which the company had here. Mr. Sul- 


van learned of this, and claiming that 
he plays were copyrighted productions 
which he alone had the right to pre- 
sent in New Enffland. he swooped down 


n Great Harrington, prepared to sne 
or,all kinds of coin, or else to secure 
ii3 plays, the manuscripts of which he 
claimed the company had kept. 


On reaching Great Barrington he eaw 
hat Miss Lorraine and her company 
were up agaJnst the great big cold 
world without any attempt ttn his part 
o make it bigger or colder, and so he 
eft the victims of dramatic ambition 
to go to pieces once more without any 
assistance from him. 


But now he intends to organize an 


entirely new company, start out In 
Pittsfleld. and show this part of the 
country how a repertoire company 
should be run anyway. As a prelim- 
inary step t» this he haa been telling 
his troubles with the organization he 
had here to the Pittsfleld newspaper 
men, 
and one of. them yesterday wrote 


up a lengthy "interview" with the 
genial ex-manager, in which he tells of 
what happenel to 'Sullivan in North 
Adams. A part of this follows: 


"It was a New York company, Mr. 


Sullivan »ays, which opened the sea- 
son in Elizabeth, N. J, Early in the 
season the company was named the 
"Lorraine Hollis company," to play 
high class repertoire, week stands, in 
all the principal cities in New England. 
The bookings were made and the re- 
hearsals began. ICiaa HolHs was dis- 
charged at the opaning of the season. 
Soon after this episode the title of the 
company was changed to the C. S. 
Sullivan repertoire company. Th* com- 
pany went on the road and played a 
circuit of cities. On December 3, the 
ooiripany wa* booked to play a return 
date in North Adams. Mr. Sullivan 
found that his ajent bad engaged two 
actresses to play the leading role and 
his trouble began. In one North Adams 
paper, he featured one actreis and in 
another North Adamc paper h« fea- 
tured th» other. He had left the selec- 
tion 'of the company to his N«w Tork 
agent entiraly and found that according 
to the contracts made that he was un- 
able to discharge the leading lady until 
ai'ter the company actually began per- 
formances. One of the leading women 
was Miss Rh» Lorraine of whom Mr. 
Sullivan has a good deal to say. 


"The company rehearsed 
In North 


Adams for two weeks for the produc- 
tion 
'of 
repertoire at the, Columbia 


theater. During th« rehearsals Mr. 
Sullivan found 
that Miss Lorraine 


had been, discharged from the Ro« and 
Fenberg company and he did not de- 
sire her for the roles of his plays. He 
was still obliged to keep her according 
to his agents contract and from the 
fact that he could not let her go on 
short notice, for the company was 
billed to appear and she was featured 
in the press." 


Mr. Sullivan then goes on to tell of 


how. the company "busted" itself, and 
of his future plans.

Lorraine, a Pittsft^ld paper says that 
three of the members got caught for 
money, and left the hotel by way of 
the eec'ond story window

He car- 
ried every ward in the city, whereas 
Itst year he carried only three out at 
the s«ven. It was the moat triumph- 
ant endorsement of an administration 
that the city has sesn. Not only was 
Mr. Wilkinson's vote greatly Increased 
over that of last year, but with. a larg- 
»r total vot«, Mr- Dobsonn's vota was 
reduced by almost 200. 


Th« license question, which before 


the election seemed the matter of chief 
interest, gave tray la point of interest 
aft**. th* vot*s were counted before 
the tr»mendous Wilkinson vote. 
It 


was a matter of gr*at interest, how. 
ev*r, that license should rc*cive a ma- 
jority of 249. only 4J low than th* ma, 
jority of last year, and this aflter the 
most vigorous campaign agaJnst license 
that North Adams has a«*n In manv 
years- 
Ths vote .1or assessor -was a disap- 


pointment to ths supporter* of N. T. 
GJeason, who hepsd for his election 
ancl confidently expected a doss vote 
at lts*t. Mr- Ford was re-»ltct«d by a 
Majority of -''.3, showing that .

There is always 
a lively race for flrst place between the 
election officials, and the ward * coun- 
ters have usually made the record, but 
yesterday they were delayed by a 
email error in one block, so that they 
were beaten out by ward 2, which b«*t 
it by 30 seconds.
